COUNCIL MEETING 


Sewerage System For West 


End Granted--Street Rail- 
way Franchise. 


An adjourned meeting of the 
Edmonton city council was held in 
the Council Chamber, Saturday 
evening, commencing at eight 
o'clock. Mayor Short and Coun- 
cillors Fraser, Ross, Gallagher, 
Grierson and Cushing were pre- 
sent. 

A petition was presented by J 
B. Lubbock and others asking for 
the privilege of using Fraser Ave- 
nue from Fourth Street to Rat 
Creek during the winter as a 
speedway, and that this portion of 
the road be set aside for sucha 
purpose and open only for light 
driving. This petition was grant- 
ed provided that the petitioners 
prepare the street, erect suitable 
warnings, etc. 

O. M. Biggar of Short, Cross, 
Biggar and Ewing, on behalf of 
eastern capitalists, talked over 
with the council the granting of a 
street railway franchise and chart- 
er. After some discussion the 
council advised Mr. Biggar to put 
his proposition in writing to be 
discussed ata special meeting to 
be held two weeks hence. In the 
meantime the council will secure 
information on the subject to 
enable them to deal intelligently 
with the matter. 

Discussion relative to the instal- 
lation of a sewerage system along 
Saskatchewan Avenue, Tenth and 


Eleventh Streets and McKenzie 
avenue, H.B.R., according to the plans 
and details as prepared by Resident 
Engineer Ashbridge, was proceeded 
with. Mr. Ashbridge, who was pre- 
gent, explained the matter at consi- 
derable length, Tt was moved, sec- 
onded and carried unanimously that 
the secretary treasurer advertise the 
intention of the council to undertake 
this work as recommended by Resiz 
dent Engineer and that 
unless petitions be against 
the work it be proceeded with.
